per Thousand: 


Rates in the form of "annual rates 
per thousand men" are conventionally 
used in medical statistics and 
reporting. They serve the purpose of 
basing observations on a common time- 
period. Most annual rates in this 
report are based on observation of a 
month-long period; such rates can be 
converted to rough percentages for the 
month by dividing them by 120. 


Crude Death Rates: 


This term applies to deaths from all 
causes among the entire army in the 
theater, as distinct from death rates 
specific for cause, age, risk, and so on. 
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HEALTH OF U. S. ARMY TROOPS IN SWPA 


February 1945 


1. NON-EFFECTIVENESS 


The corrected rate for January 1945 shows a decrease over 
December 1944 contrary to prediction based on estimated January 
rates. The estimated rate for February shows an increase over 
January. 


2. ADMISSION TO SICK REPORT 


The corrected admission rate to sick report for January 1945 
increased over December 1944 as predicted. The only significant 
change was an increase in the admission rate for battle injuries. 
Incomplete returns for Pebruary 1945 indicate that the admissions 
for the SWPA will be somewhat higher. 


3. DEATHS 


There were no significant changes in the crude death rate. 
The rate for those killed in action increased slightly. 


4. EVACUATIONS 


There was a marked decrease in the evacuation rate in January 
1945 compared with December 1944, The decrease is partly explain- 
ed by a total of 1839 patients awaiting evacuation at the end of 
December compared to 4000 awaiting evacuation at the end of 
November. There were 1383 patients evacuated by air. Incomplete 
reports for the month of February indicate that 939 patients were 
evacuated to the United States by air and 5640 by water. During 
February the following inter-island evacuations occurred: 183 
patients from Luzon to Leyte by water and 7010 by air; 3464 
patients from Leyte to New Guinea by water and 3640 by air; 716 
patients evacuated from Luzon directly to New Guinea by water. 


5S. HOSPITAL BEDS 


There was a decrease in fixed beds operating during February 
in the theater due to the large number of beds under orders to 
move to Luzon. The percentage of available T/O beds occupied in 
the bases was 90.8 against 75.7 for the month of January. There 
were 8000 beds under orders into Luzon as of 24 February 1945.

The number of Dental Officers reporting the above Dent-l Service for the month of 
December was 744, with the ratio of total Dental Officers to the total strength being 
1.2 per 1000 men, or one dentist for every 819.8 men, 


The admission rate for Stomatitis, Vincent's, during December was 9,6 per 1000 per 
annum or 0.8 per 1000 for the month, slight increase over preceding month, 


For every tooth -extracted, 1.4 were replaced by dentures.or bridges, indicating 
that 40% more teeth were replaced than extracted, The average number of teeth replaced 
by each partial denture constructed was 5.8, During the month 766 defective bridges 
were repaired or recemented, For each tooth extracted there were 5,7 permanent 
restorations, (fillings, etc) inserted, The average number of permanent restorations 
per reporting Dental Officer was 117.2, The average number of teeth extracted per 
reporting Dental Offtcer was 20,7, For the Amalgam restorations, 37.8% were Oxyphosphate 
and Amalgam, Of the Silicate restorations, 4,9 were Oxyphosphate and Silicate, 


All the above ratings were computed on the basis of the Mean Strength of December,
